ve WV E have new before us your letter 

of the 14th inft. by exprefs, ard 
are forry to find fome expreffions therein 
which caft 4 réfleGicn on our conduét. The 
firength of the Colonies and their profpea 
ef redrefs depend upen sheir union, and that 
union is only to be maintained by mutual re- 

‘fpe& and confidence. We have therefore, 

on all occafions, from a fenfe of what we 
owe to ourfelves, to our neighbours, and to 
the caufe of liberty and our country, made it 
our invariable rule to treat our brethren of 
the other Colonies with all poffible refpeé ; 

,and when any matters arofe that had a ten- 

“dency to leffen that mutual confidence, which 

Is abfolutely neceffary on the prefcnt occa- 
fica, we were always ready to give, or apply 
for an explanation of it, that no caufe of 
jealoufy or uneafinefs might remain. 

To fet our condu& in a true pointof light, 
and to make yon fully acquainted with the 
motives and mcde of our proceeding, we 
beg leave to inform you, that by the words 
of our agreement; we had bound ourfelves 
to adhere to it, * untilan A&, &c. was re- 
* pealed, or until a -general meeting of the 
* fubfcribers, after three days public natice, 
* thould determine oiherwife.’ A Geverat 
Meeting therefore was thé mode pointed out, 
aad the fubfcribers were the people we had 
to confukk, But we confidered it as a fa- 
vourable circurnitante which would enable 
us more fully to anfwer your letter, that at 
the time at which we had convened the fub- 
fcribers, there was a general meeting.of the 
inhabitants called at the State houfe, whow 
we iPould have an opportanity of confulting. 

** The refolution of the fubfcribers, who 
met: by themfelves in the Council chamber, 
we canimiznicated td you, by your cxprefs, 
and we fhould dave added, that this refo 
Jution being made known to the inhibitants 
aembled in the hall, was received with 
univerfat aprlaufe, ‘and unanimoufly ap- 
proved. Upon this, © we apprehend ‘there 
“ was not any occafion for a congrefs juft 

now ;” but atte fame time we intimated, 
that ic might § be very proper fome time 

* hence to have fuch a congrefs as you pro- 

* pofed.’ 

‘© We never differnbled the neceffity we 
would be under, of relaxing, in fome degree, 
eur prefent non-impoitation agreement, pro- 
vided the difpute was continued for any 
léngth of time. But we never loft fight of 
what we, and we fuppofe every other colony 
had in view, when we entered into the non- 
Importetion agreement; nanely, to engaze 
the merchants, mannfafurers, and traders 
of Great Britain, as well from motives of 
interet as friendthip, to exert their ivdu- 
ence to cbtain a repeal of the A&t we com- 
plained of., The relaxation therefore pro- 
Ppofed, was to admit only fuch articles as 
‘ous necefiities abfolutely required, or we

could not do without. By this means eut 
agreement would ftill continue to affe& the 
merchants, traders, and manufacturers. at 
home, and-at the fame time promote the in- 
tereft of the Colonies, ty operating as a 
funyptuary law ; while it kept up our c’aim 
of-an éxclufive right to tax ourfelves, it en- 
gaged a powerful body to co-operate with us 
in obtaining a eorfirmation of that right. 

“ Thefe, gentlemen, were, and ftill are 
our views, and whenever neceflity demands 
fuch an alteration, (of which, doubrlefs, the 
peopte of every. Colony are the only proper 
judges,) it may be very proper, in ord@r to 
prevent jea'oufy, reproach, or cenfure, and 
that all may att upon one plan, to have fuch 
i congrefs as you propofe, provided the 
fevera! Commiffioners were of opinion, that 
the bufinefs cannot be as well done by means 
of the correfpondence kept up among them. 

‘© The prefert, gentlemen, is a very im- 
portant crifis.—The difpute we are engaged 
in, as it affeéts the liberty of America, is of 
the utmoft conféouénce, and the fteps ne- 
ceflary to. be purfued defe ve the moft fe- 
rious deliberation, .The merchants hare 
made a glorious fland, which cannot fail of 
being recorded. with.honour in the annals of 
pofterity, provided they do not tafnifh their 
pait conduét by precipitated meafures in 
time tocome. The people doubtlefs are 
interefted in the iffue of this debate, they 
have a right, therefoyé, to. a voice in this 
maiter, and from the knowledge we have of 
the fentinents of the inhabitants of this city, 
taken lately and evidenced on the prefent 
ocsafion, we can afiure you, however you 
may have been led to think otherwife, that 
for the p cfext they arc determined to adhere 
to the agreement as it nowftands.

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An Account of a luminous Appearance 
round the Planet Venus, as objerved 
at Norriton, in Pennfylvania, by Mr. 
Rittenboufe, Se, 

Ww EN the. planet -had advanced 

about one third of her diameter on 
the fun, Mr. Rittenhoufe’s fight was 
fuddenly attacked by a beam of light, 
which broke through on that fide of 

Venus yet off the hea: Its figute was 

that of a broad bafed pyramid, fituated 

at about 40 or 50 deg. on the limb of 

Venus, from a Tiss pafling through her 

center and the fun’s, as feen tab. if.

As Venus advanced, the point of the 
yramid ftill grew lower; and its circu- 

a bafe wider, until it met the light 

which crept round from the point of in- 

terfeétion; fo that when half the planet 
appeared on the fun, the other half was 
entirely {urrounded by a femi-circular 
light, as in fig. 2. which continually 
grew brighter till the time of the inter- 

nal contall, as in fig. 3. 

When the time of the internal conta& 
drew. nigh, Mr. Rittenhoufe found it 
very difficult to determine with certainty 
the precife time, on account of the great 
breadth and brightnefs of the light 
which furrounded that part of Venus, 
yet off the fun; and counted 1 min. 32 
fec. before the effect of the atmofphere 
of the planet on the fun’s limb wholly 
difappeared. 

The Rev. Mr. Lukens, and the Rev. 
Dr, Smith, who obferved this tranfit at 
the fame time and place, all faw this 
luminous appearance, which was now 
very bright.

Some Account of a fingalar Species of 


Monkies, found in the interior Part of 
Bengal. (See the Plate.) 
THIS actount was received from Ste- 
phen de Vifine, Efq; and commu- 
nicated to the Royal Society, by Henry 
Baker, Efq; with the drawmg annexed. 
Thefe animals, Mr. de Veéfime fays, are 
called Golok, or wild people, and are 
thought to be originally a mixture with 
the human kind, having no tails. They 
come out of ‘the forefts in the interior 
part of Bengal, from the country called 
They inhabit the woods : their 
food is fruit, awe bark of trees, and 
milk: flefh only when caught. They 
are very gentle, and extremely modeft. 
They are of the height ofa man; their 
legs and arms aré in due proportion to 
their body, which is very genteel. 

This Monkey, the Editor thinks, is 
the fame that M. Buffon ‘has defcribed 
under the name of the Gibbon, ahd 
fays, it fometimes walk on its hind feet, 
and fometimes on all fours. The hair, 
with which it is covered, is either brown 
or black: round about its face is a cir- 
cle of greyifti hairs; its eyes are large, 
but funk in its head; its ears naked; 
its face flat, and of a copper coloor. 
It is of a placid difpofition ; its motions 
are gentle ; it was fed with bread, fruits, 
almonds. But the moft fingular clia- 
ra&teriftic is, the great length of ‘its 
arms ; and though Mr. de Vifine takes 
no notice of this circumftancé in his de- 
{cription, his drawings feem to indicate 
it: but in a lefs ftriking manner than 
that of Mr. dé Buffon, who adds, that, 
when the animal is upright, it can touch 
the ground with its hinds,

er 2 frymgpan, before we. were poifon., 
ed by copser ; the fhoemaker a lait, and 
the vintner a tun. 

But_as luxury encreafed, and trades 
multiplicd, imagination was foon ex- 
haufted in deyifiing fymbols, or if fym- 
bols could have been contrived, to ex- 
prefs. them in all] their, varicucs, they 
would no longer haye been generally un- 
derftood, To difcover the trade by the 
fign, would have become. as difficult, as 
to difcover the fentiments of a hiero- 
glyphick, in which the wings of an ea- 
gle are added tothe body of a lion, and 
the tail of a ferpent to expre(s the vir- 
tues of a prince who pofleilcd courage, 
activity, and wifdom. Another infuper-. 
able objeétion would alfo very foon have 
arifen from the complication .of yarious 
things in a fymbol or hieroglyphic ; it 
would want a name, and for. that, reafon 
could never he a direétion to the houfe 
at which. it fhould be fet up as” a fign, 
As it, was neceflary, therefore, that a 
fign fhould be {ome mark. affixed to a 
houfe, of which a perfeét.idea was con- 
neéted with its name, and by which any. 

Rerticalar houfe might be diftinguifhed 
rom all others in the fame ftreet or di- 
Kri&, figns feon became reprefentations 
of fome fenfible,objeg, as a dog, a horfe, 
a bear, or a lien, without any regardto 
the trade or profeffion carried on in the 
houfe before which they were hung up. 
4x8 it was neceffary to yary the.fign, 
oftner than new objects could eafily be 
found, a very convenient diverfity, was 
introduced by reprefenting the fame ob-

blue boars, green.dragons, black hories,

It is alfo 
remarkable, -tiat though, all our lions, 
which arz painted yellow dre called gol- 
den lions, we never fhould have exaited 
the white lion to a filver one.. In Calais, 
however, there isan inn called the filver 
lion.; does national genius differ even 
in the, denomination of,a figa! Butfigns, 
in whatever. light..they, are confidered; 
were certainly the effect ofa general want 
of literature, and therefore canno longer 
be thought neceflary, without national 
difgrace.. It is very well kaqwa,that 
there was atime, when an aétawas made 
for the encouragement of learning, or 
as it is generally called,. for the-beneft 
of the clergy, which,.when a felon.was 
condemned to be hanged, gave.-him, his 
life.if he could read a yerfe in the bible 
opened at.a venture, which, was therefore 
called his xeck-verfe. Thus was the 
fond parent intuced. to give-his child 
good learning, not that he might with 
more advantage be an honeft map,, but 
that with lefs danger he might bea.thiefs 
How . it came that .our wile anceftorg 
thought fit to encourage learning and 
larceny together, and thus \fow.tares with 
their wheat, we may as well not enquire ; 
we are happy that fo good a crop hat 
been produced of the wheat, and we 
muft get rid of the,taresas we.can, But 
itis equally ceriain, that when it.was 
thought expedient to make fich a. law,, 
for encreafing the number .of thofe who: 
could read, it was neceflary to diftinguith 
houfes by pifures inftead of writing, 
and that now houfes may be diftinguith- 
ed better by...writing than. pictures. 
There is at prefent fcarcea child among 
the pooreft of. the people, who at feveu 
or eight years old, cannot read a than’s 
name .and trade upon -his deer-or win- 
dow fhutter; and therefore we want the 
fign- painter no more,: ri 

Be. it .known; however, to pofterity, 
that long after figns became umieceffary, 
it was not unufual. for. an opulent thop- 
keeper to lay out-as. much upon afign,: 
and the curious icon-work with whichsit 
was-fixed to, his houte, fo as to projeét 
nearly.inte the middle of the freer, as 
would furnifh a lefs confiderable deuler, 
with 
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with a ftock in trade. Ihave been cre- 
@bly informed, that there were many 
fizns and fizn-irons upon Ludgate- Hill, 
which coftfeveral hundred pounds, and 
that as much was laid out by a mercer, 
on a fign of the Queen's head, as wouid 
lrave gone 2 good way towards decorat- 
ide ie original for a bicth: night. 

 teifignber to-have feén three Angels 
not “far “from So:neriet-Houfe in the 
Strand; which by the thumbs ard nofes, 
¥ knew to-be'the work of a celebrated 
artift, who, to borrow a word from the 
prefent “fathionable cant, figurcs im the 
exhibition. And there was not long 
fince, in Paternofter Row, a head of 
Mr. Pope, by: another artift, not ‘lefs 
eminent, who upon that occafion, con- 
defeended to oblige his friend; but if 
I am giad‘that one opportunity of fily 
extravagance is taken away from our 
fine gentlemen of ‘the thop, Iain forry 
that a {et of induftrious artificers have 
boft their trades itis always very hurt- 
ful to (urn moncy into a new channel : 
‘Fotakeaway an annnal profit from thofe 
who have been accuftomed to it, docs 
more‘mifchief, than giving it to thofe 
who have not been accuftomed to it, can 
dogood. ‘He that has lived without it, 
can live without it itil, but he cannot 
live withour it, to whom habits of life 
long contragted have made it nect Mary. 

But f thall now take notice of fome 
ftrangé cor uptions, which by change of 
cuftoms; by the gradual obfeurity which 
time throws round unrecorded events, 
and the inaccuracy of all oral language, 
have happened with refpec to figns. 

It is ‘well known that among other 
figne which wére lately taken down, there 
was the Bull ant Mouth, and the Bull 
anibGate: How a bull and a gate might 
comeé’fogether, it was very eafy to con- 
ceive; “but what fhould joina buil anda 
mouth, ‘fure no mortal can guefs ; yeta 
menftrous pair of lips and a bull have 
been many ‘years hung up, painted to- 
gether upon a board, as a fiyn for an 
inn, fo cofiderable, as togive name to the 
{treet where it ftands. 

Thofe who are at all ‘acquainted with 
Englih Hiltory know, that one of our 
Princes'wWis born at Bologne in France, 
and was therefore diftinguifhed by the 
name of Henry of Bologne. In compli - 
ment to this prince, one Roger du Bourg, 
after having himfelf been many times in 
France, took a howl juft within the old 
wall ‘of the city, near Alderfgate ; and, 
converting it into an inn, put up toe figa 
of the Mouth or Harbour of Bologne, 
wiih was called she Bofogae- Mouth, as 





we call the harbours on our coaft Postf- 
mouth, and Plymouth.” What the fuc- 
cefs of du Bourg was, we cannot cer- 
tainly teil, but probab'y it was confid-rs 
alle, for it produced a rival not far di- 
ftant, who, as he could not put up the 
fame fign, put up one that might eafily 
be confounded with it, the Gate, inftead 
of the Harbour of the town, which was 
called the Bologne Gate. 

There is an‘irn in the Bcrough fill 
ftanding, which is known to have been 
the houfe from which the pilgrims fet 
out to pay their devotions to St. Thomas 
a Becket, at Canterbury, whole tales 
have been "recorded by our old poet 

shauces. This Inn was formerly di- 
ftinguithed by ‘the fign of a Herald's 
coat w.thout fleeves, called a Taberd, 
At that'tim?, when our proceffions were 
by cavaicade, and when tilts and tour- 
naments were held on every publick oc- 
cifiou, a herald, and his office, and his 
coat were well known. But the name 
of his coat furvived the remembrance of 
it, and the houfe, like uther hoatés,long 
retained the name of the fign, after the 
fign -was deltroy:d ; when, upon feme 
occafion, it was thouglit neceffury to put 
up a new fien for the Taberd inn, no- 
thing was known by a name any thing 
like Taberd, but a kind of Spotted dog, 
with long ears, which was called a Ta/- 
bot ; a {ported dog, therefore, with long 
ears, was painted upon a board inftead 
of the herald’s coat, and the inn conti- 
nued, under a different fymbol, to be 
diftins uifhed by the fame name. 

But the prefent method of writing the 
name and the trade of our citizens cver 
their doors, however explicit, is, like 
all other fub unary things, fubjeé to er- 
ror and inconvenience. § 

Not long ago as I was walking along’ 
the Strand, I caft my ey-s upon one fide 
of a window which proje&ted in half an 
oftagon from the houfe, and I read the 
words Hanging Wareheufe, written in 
large gold letrers : Hazging, thought I, 
is an operation that ufed to be pertorm-" 
ed ‘among us too_ rarely to fupport ‘a 
reputable houfe-kzeper in a warchou!2, 
which attra&s the ‘notice of paflenge:s 
by its fplendid appearance in one of our 
principal ftreets.. I went on, and over 
the window of a corner houfe near Gol- 
den fyuare, I read in letters equally 
confpicuous, Children made bere. 

This ‘fhop, faid I to myfelf, may 
probably get more cuftomers than a 
Hanging Warehoufe 3 but furely, thus 
publickiy to advertife the’ making of’ 
children, is a moft flagitious breach of 

: : publick’ 
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publick décency. As I came back; how? 
ever, looking-up at thé fame thop in the 
other ftreet, 1 read Hofe for men, awoi 
men, and (to whieh'I found she rett of 
the fentence) chikiren made bere, regnt 
larly followed upon turning the corner! 
When I came to read the middle line of 
my femi-oStagon at the wurehou'e, I 
found the man’s name, and upon look- 
ing back, T foun’ that it flood between 
the words The paper, and thofe which I 
had read before, banging warehoufe ; 
furely our houfe-keepers Miould fo divide 
the words which exprefs their name and 
their trade, that any part of them may 
neceflarity imply that there are more, 
and not betray fome Freachman, whom 
a bookfeller may hire to rum through 
England, that he may publifi his tra- 
vels when he goes back, into -the affer- 
tion that-we publickly advertife the ma- 
king ‘of children, and a convenient 
warchoule for the accommodation of the 
multitudes who in our dark weather go 
out of the world ir, a ftring.  Abfurdi- 
ties as grofs we have feen and do fill 
fee in the accounts of our country by 
forzigners, and of foreign countries by 
the natives of our own. 

It has Jong been the cuftom of fome of 
our ariificers, who keep.a fhop, where 
they fell what they make, to uit a kind of 
mixed writing, partly literal, and partly 
hicroclyphic. The commodity is ex- 
preffed by a.fymbol or a fample, and we 
are laconically informed that it is made 
as well as fold, by the artificer’s name 
placed’ before the word maker ;' thus 
Mr. Day hangs out a hat, and infcribes 
his docr- way with Day-maxer ; and Mr. 
King does the fame'by a frocking. An 
inhabitant of India therefore, to whom 
thefe words, and others of the fame kind, 
thould be confrued, might be tempted 
to think that he was not in another king- 
dom only, but in another pl inet, among 
beings of a fuperior order, the makers 
of Kings, Popes, Tempcits, Dew, and 
Day-light. 

A diligent obferver, however, of thefe 
civic inferiptions, will often be amufed 
by the happy .union of profeiiions with 
names ; and of different names with each 
other in partnerfhip. Who but mutt 
have noted the happy jun¢tion of Youag 
and Wife in Ludgate ftrect, and of Spin- 
nage wit Lamb, Sage with Gofling, 
Bowyer with Fletcher, and many others 
in different parts of the town, but parti- 
culariy Long and Short in High Hol- 
bourn, a conjunction which mutt produce 
that medium, which has been celebrated 
by philofophers and poets in all ages 
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‘ahd countries. Between Bowyer and 
Fletcher perhaps all -my readers nay not 
know the ielation; itis therefore necef- 
fary to ‘acquaint them, that, before the 
invention of fire-arms, two trades con- 
€arred in the making an arrow. One 
formed and feathered the fhift, who was 
called a Flechieré, from the French word 
Fleche, an arrow, and the other prepa- 
red and fixed ‘on’ the point, who was 
called: an arrow-fmith,  Flechjere, was 
eafily corrupted into Fletcher, and ar- 
rowy/inith has become’a proper name, 
without alteration. Every one alfo mut 
have obferved, that Mr, Sharp is a Sur- 
geon, that Mr. Littlefear is an Apothe- 
cary, 2nd that Mr. Goodluck keeps ‘a 
Lottery-ofice. Of Mr. Sharp and Mr, 
Littiefear, I fhall fay nothing, but in 
juftice ‘to Mr. Goodluck, I mult relate 
an anecdote but little known. 

Every body remembers that -fome 
years ago, a perfon publickly adveriifed 
that he would go into a quart bottle, at 
the little theatre in the Haymarket, which 
has ever fince procured him ithe name of 
the Bottle-Conjuror, Many perfons re+ 
paired to the houte at the time, and a- 
mong’ others Mr. Goodluck : By fome 
fortunate accident he got into the Green 
room, when the Conjuror was pragtifing 
with a bottle, previous to his exhibition 
upon the ftage, and watching his oppor- 
tunity when’ the operator had juit got 
his head below the rim of the bottle, he, 
clapped a cork into it, and brought him 
away. “It is fuppofed’that Mr. Good. 
luck had a view to his future advantage 
in this bold attempt: But however that 
be, it is certain, that the botrle-conju- 
ror is now in his poffeffion, and has. made 
the calculation which has fo much afto- 
nifhed the word in-Mr. Goodluck’s ad. 
vertifements. By this calculation Mr, 
Goodluck avers, that particular numbers . 
have been’ afcertained, among 600 of 
which there will certainly he as many 
prizes, as among 700 promilcuoully 
chofen. 

Mr. Goodluck has been feverely cen- 
fured for difappointing the comprny at 
the Hav-narket. and confining a perfon, 
who, if not an Englifhman, was at leaft 
under the prote&tion of Englith govern. 
ment ;-and it is infinuated, that if hig 
Calculator fhould by any means efcape 
from the bottle, he may recover fuch das 
mages for fulfe imprifonment, as Mr. 
Goodluck will find it difficult to pay. 

It muft however be acknowledged, 
that Mr. Goodiuck has given us a re- 


markableinftance of difintereitednefs and 
even 
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even gencrofity, in diftributing among 
his ciultomers, at common prizes, thote 
fortunate numbers, by the private felec- 
“tion of which for himfelf, he might have 

amalied an immen({e fortune. 
T know it has b.en (aid, that it is ri- 
diculous to fuppofe Mr. Goodiuck to 
shave any view in muitiplying his cufto- 
mers but cncreafing. his gains, and ‘there- 
fore it muft be inferred, that he gets 
more by felling his:tickets than by kzep- 
ing them, which, if, they were lucky 
numbers, that have more than an equal 
chance, could not be the cafe; but this 
is reafoning upon common principles, 
which mry enable us to account for the 
actions of common men, but not to in- 
veftigate the motives of One who keeps a 
Conjuror ina bottle. And now, Mr, 
URBAN, itis time to conclude my mif- 
céllaneous Ictter, though fometime or o- 
ther. you may poffibly. hear again from 
Yours, &c. :

‘ ores Archbithop’s 
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Aschbithop’s high fteward and chief 
butler, came thither with a train-of 140 
horfe. .But as he could not -execuie 
both thefe offices, he appointed Sir 
George Bourchier his deputy in the but- 
lerfhip, The next day, bavi made 
all the neceffary preparations, he. met 
the Archbifhep near St. Andrew's 
Church, and from thence walked before 
him in great ftate to the Cathedral. 
Axtthe great gate, near the market place 
(whither he walk'd from St. Avidrew's 
Church barefoot) he was regeived by 
the Prior and Convent, and- being 
placed on his throne after the accuftom- 
ed manner, he faid Mafs there. -Fiom 
Church he was attended by the Dike 
(as betore) to his palace, where a grand 
entertainment was provided iq the great 
hall. The variety and magnificence of 
the feat it is needlefs to mention. It 
would im fhort have fufficed for many 
Kings. Beforethe firlt coupfe the Duke 
en horfeback with his white ftaff in his 
hand (the enfign of his office) :preced- 
ed the difhes bare-headed, and when 
they were placed on the table, making 
a.low obeifance retired.to dinper in his 
chamber. On the right of the Arch- 
bithop fat the Earl of Effex, the Bifhop 
ef- Sodor and Man, and-the: Prior of 
the Cathedial; on his left hand,.

‘The Duke 
at his table was accompanied by Lord 
Clinton, Sir Edward Poynings; Lord

Gentleman in your Magazine for 
A July, fubmits to the Bifhop of 
Wiacthelter his obfervations on the dif- 
qualifying clanie, of the Satutes of 
Magdalene College, which has lately 
been the fubject of fome debate. And 
his addcefs, and ftyle are fuch as be- 
fpeak a (emper that wi!l admit a candid 
remark on his ob{ervations,’ without 
firing into abuie of the remarker. -He 
thinks no man, endowed with plain 
common fenfe, can ever reconcile the 
founder's verus valor annuus, with the 
liber.valorum. I beg. leave to fay, | 
believe the founder of Magdalene Col- 
lege, and cvery vody in that age looked 


upon Pope Nicholas’s valor,.‘as the we- 
rus valor annuus; it was taken with 
good care, and infpeétion, and received 
with confidence that it was fairly given. 
in. I fuppofe the clergy did then, as 
they would do now on the like occafion, 
give iz only {uch a valor as was clear 
and certain at all events to them: but 
whatever was the credit of the Liber Va- 
Torum, the founder covld not poffibly 
mean any other rule of value but this 
Liber Valorum, by his verus valor an- 
nuus.—Fitt, becaufe there was no other 
certain rule to go by; and a certain’ 
known rule was neceflary.— And adi, 
if the real value be fuppofed to be meant 
by verus valor annuus, it is impoffible’ 
this fhould anfwer the founder’s purpole. 
—Suppofe I take poffefficn of a living’ 
the tenth of September, when the har-' 
vet is all over; that day twelve-month 
my year of grace expires, and I -muft 
quit my fellowthip, if my living is above 
the ftatutable value. But it is impoffi- 
ble for me to know the value ot my 
living by shat time; -the real value can 
never be known but by taking it up in 
kind, and the corn mult be threthed out, 
and fold before I can afcertain the real 
value, and even then, fo much depends 
upon the chance of markets, and fea- 
fons, that a fingle year wont determine 
the real value. ; 

If it be objected, that livings are ge. 
nerally let, and then their value is known, 
I beg leave to obferve, the rent of a 
living is often as remote trom the verus 
valor as the Liber Valorum is fuppofed 
to bé. If therefore the real value would 
be an inadequate rule to go by, we muft 
return to the Lider Valorum, ad all the 
jutt calculations that followin thefe ob- 
fervations of the different value of ino- 
ney may be omitted, as not uleful- on 
this plan.* 





* theré were two. valors taken for the 
payment of tenths before the founder’s time. 

The firft in 1253, when Pope Innocem 
the 4th gave Henry the 3d the tenths for car- 
rying on the holy-war.—This was calledthe 
Norwich taxation. , 

The fecond was, in 1292, when Pope ~ 
Nicholas the 4th gave. Edward the iff the 
tenths for fix yeats, for the fame purpofe : 
and, to make them more ample, a new 
taxation was ordered to be made under the 
infpe€tion of the Bithops of Winchefter and 
Lincoln. 

Both, thefe taxations are’ référred to in & 
grant of a fubfidy by the clergy in.the year 
1297, where it is faid, that all dignitaries.

, I think I-can gather from the obfer- 


vations, that the author of them is ra-, 


ther inclined to differ from the Bithop 
in his fentiments about the decree in 
Dr. Walker’s cafe: but if he és, his ex- 
preffion is fo decent, that I have a ftrong 
inclination to Jay before him the nar- 
rative of Dr. Walker's appeal to: the 
vifiter, and its confequences, as I col- 
leSted them from .the two pamphlets 
publithed,. and the weil authenticated 
reports I have heard relating to.it: not 
without hopes of convincing the author 
of thefe obfervations, that the Bifhop 
has.by no means deferved the reproach 
that has been caft upon him, but that 
his decr.e was very judicious, firiétly 
upright, and fuch as every honeft, un- 

rejudiced, and difinterefted Vifitor muft 
sh given, 

When Dr. Walker. was prcfented by 
the Duke of Bedford to the living of 
Kingfworthy, being before poffefied of 
Modefton : tho’ the two livings toge- 
ther exceeded the fum fixed by the fta- 
tutes for one living to be held with a 
fellewhip: he thought there was recom 
to doubt, whether he might nat, by the 
words of the ftatutes,-hold both his liv- 
ings, as neither of them exceeded the 
ftututable value of a living to avoid a 
feilowhhip of Magdalene College: but 
determined to take no ftep in the mat- 
ter till he had confulted the ableft law- 
yers, and by their opinion would be di- 
se&ted.—He accordingly laid his cafe 
before Dr. Blackftone, now Judge 
Blackftone, whofe fituation in life, his 
ftudies, and abilities made him defer- 
vedly efteemed the ableft Lawyer in the 
Kingdom with. regard to College-fta- 
tutes, and the interpretation of them. 

Upon confidering Dr. Walker’s cafe, 
Dr. Blackftone gave his opinion his 
plea was good, for the following rea- 
fons,—di(qualifying, or penal ftatutes 
fhall not be extended by equity. —The 
words may be conftrued beneficially, ac- 
cording to the intent of the legiflators ; 
but things out of the words fall not be 
taken by equity.—Quod non apparet, 
non eft—de non apparentibus, et. non 
exiftentibus eadem: eft ratio. If the 
founders ftatutes are-confidered as his 
will, the intention of every teftator is to 
be colleéted from the words, and the 





terre fancte—and the reft—fecundim tax- 
ationem Norwicenfem. 

The founder’s verus valor annus, feems 
to me to refer ad ultimam taxationem vert 


waloris, or Pope Nicholas’s valor, as that - 


was che laft taken before the founder's time, 
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words fhall always operate, if no dive 
proof can ‘be made’ of the intention to* 
the contrary.—I do not know that thefe 
were the very words of Dr. Blackftone’s 
opinion, fer I never faw it: but “have 
been told on all hands, that on thefe 
maxims Dr. Walker founded his claim 
to hold his fellawthip: atid furely there’ 
is common fén{e, and reafon enough in 
them to fecure them fromthe reproach" 
of being the quirks’ or quibbles of com- 
mon lawyers. 

When the Prefident of Magdalene 
College called-a meeting of his Fellows 
to confult whether Dr. Walker thould 
be removed from his Fellowfhip, as be- 
ing pollefled of beneficium ecclefiafticum | 
cujus valor annuus viginti marcas ex" 
cedat.. Dr. Walker pleaded that he 
had no fuch beneficium ercclefiafticum, 
for neither of his livings exceeded that ' 
fum: and by the maxims above, the 
words could not be extended to his two 
livings, which together did exceed.— 
The Prefident, and Major-part of the 
Fellows rejeéted this plea, and voted 
him to be amoved ; four of the Fellows. 
diffented, and he was amoved accord- 
ingly. Here I mutt obferve, the Prefi- 
dent was one of the fuppofed offenders 
againft the ftatutes: it could not there- ° 
fore. be expeéted he fhould lay the mat- 
ter before the vifitor—Dr. Walker ap- 
pealed to the vifitor, who, perhaps upon 
the firft view of the cafe (from the fup- 
pofed praétice of other Colleges; tho* 
perhaps the cafe has feldom, if ever, 
happened in any College) thought the 
Prctident, and Fellows had done right, 
and was inclined to confirm their 2&: 
but, upon fight of Dr. B'ackftone’s opi- 
nion, hcfitated, and defired his cown{i, 
who were not common lawyers, but. 
able civilians, to confider it: and they” ‘ 
confirmed it, for if his Lordthip fuould 
decree beneficium ‘to mean beneficia he 
would extend a difqualifying ftatute by 
a fuppofed equity, and the thing out of 
the words would be taken by the faid 
fuppofition—the term Leneficia non ep- 
paret, ideoque non eft—no dire proof 
1s Offered that the founder's intertion 
was that beneficium fhould include bene- 

Jicia, therefore the words muft operate. 
If the founder had fo intended, it had 
been moft obvious for him to have faid 
fi quis obtinuerit béneficium, vel bene- 
ficia, cujus, vel quorum valor annuus 
excedat.—If it was an omiffion of the 
founder's, not to exprefs himfelf thus 
fully; Dr. Walker was entitled to a- 
vail himfelf of fuch omiffion, unlefs the 
vifitor. had previoufly declared it to be

epius'omiffiis, and-giver'a decree to réc- 
tily it; —wpon this ftate of thé cafe the 
Bithop eave his decre; every ingenuoefly 
owning his Own Tentiments as to the in- 
tention ‘ef the founder, and withing no 
fach appeal had come before him ; ‘but 
as the fouidér had not explained ‘him- 
felf h ow this head; and he finds 
hanklf tied down by known and fared 
maxims -of ‘all law, and moreover by 
the foundes’s injunction to ftick to the 
plain, literal, and grammatical ‘cof- 
traction of the words of his ftatutés, 
he catin6t but determine that Dr. Walker 
hes wot been legally amoved from his 
Fellowprip.—Suarely there is nothing 
partial, or unftatutab'e in this decree,— 
‘every fair and honett Vifitor mutt bave 
decreed in the fame mianier.—But very 
violent, atd unfair afperfidns have been 
caft upon his Lordthip for his trestmetit 
of one of tie Fellows of Magdalene 
. College; Dt. Kent, in confequence of 
this decree; I beg leave therefore to 
tate the Bifhop’s condu&, as tt appears 
upon tle reprefentation of Dr. K—t, 
and his friend; which to me appears 
very candid, and fuch as ho exception 
can reafonably be made againtt it. 
Dr. Kent left Oxford the day after

and to. Jet him know what fteps were’ 
taken in. con(ejuence of it.—Nobody 
could weally miftake the Biflop’s mean- 
inguin this condu&: he certainly in- 
tended the. Callege fhould pa‘s fome cen- 
fure on Dry Kentyand the matter fhould 
end there: but the college, having none 
of them beén privy to Dr. Kent's con- 
duct, declined meddling:in the matter, 
and the Prefident fent the bithop word, 
the Society. refuféed to interfere in'a pri- 
vate correfpondence between his Lord: 
thip:and Dr. Kent.—Here I muft ob- 
ferve was 2 total difavowing all pretence 
to_a College Vilitation.—If the Bifhop’ 
had-come down to Magdalene’ College, 
with al! the paradé.of'a vifitar, thé Pre-

fidentand’ Fellows tinit have pleadeds 
that they ‘Had io ‘appeal Aependin ;’ 
rigr, to their knowlédge, hac'givén any

If the Biftidp hall lififted Upon viliting 
Dr. Kent in the College hall, the So- 
ciety ‘Would,, with Yreat reafoh, ‘have’ 
complairied of the Gepéfice ot a Vifitali-' 
on for the private Offerice, and if] man- 
ners of a finple Member, which offence 
they were {> totally ulicéncérned in, 
that wo other Member of thé Society 
knew fuch offehce had been ‘given. 
The Bithop theréfore, upon receiving 
this anfwer from the Prefident, 8 
Dr. Kent to Chelfea, to anfwér for 4 
contempt of the offite aiid atithority oF 
the vifitor, and for writing the {aid con- 
temptuous letter. 

Dr. Kent appearéd to the citation, 
but undef a proteft with repard to place, 
upon a fuppofition that: the Bithop 
fhould have waited apon Him at Mag- 
dalene College; thé abfiirdity of. which 
we have before fhewn: and Dr, Kent 
himéelf foon faw the folly of his protéft, ° 
and, béfore he left town, told his Proc- 
tor, he fhould withdiaw his proteft, if” 
he could fettle matters with the Com- 
miffary upon equal terms, meaning 
probably, if Jie fould not be faddied 
with cofts. But upen his retarfi to 
College, his Oxford friends clapp'd hin¥ 
upon thé back, and fpirited fim up to 
retract the power he had given his Proc- 
tor to withdraw his proteft, and adhere 
to it.. For which purpofe he wrote to 
his Pro&tor the next poft, but was too 
late, he had withdrawn his proteft, and 
fent him word a letter of acknowledge- 
ment would be expected from him, ex- 
prefling that he was concerned 2t, ard 
convinced of his temerity, or imnpropri-# 
ety of writing upon the final decition of 
the Vifitor, and -ufing the terms unfta- 
tutable, and partial.—Suppofing Dr.

. As to the.punithment inflifted by th 
fentence, it was the only kind of punifh- 
ment, under expulfion, the Vifitor could 
infli&t: pecuniary,muléts by fubftra&- 
ing thz College allowances for a longer, 
or a fhorter time, ‘aceording to the na- 
ture of the crimey is the ftatutable mie- 
thod of punifhment in mof Colleges.— 
As to the other expences of coils: how 
were they tobe avoided ? It may be faid, 
by the Bithop’s Jetter only to Dr. Kent 
to come to Chellea, and fitting’ himfelf 
in judgment without a Commiifluy.

Kent in form, and if he bad attended 
the citation, and, with becoming mo- 
defty, had made the fubiniffion he did 
aficrwards, without that incoherent pro» 
teft annexed to it ;. the matter muft. have 
ended there ,at very little <xp:nce pro- 
bably, if any : And it is no.unreafon= 
able {uppofition for ang man to make, 
who-knows the Bithop of Winchefter, 
that no punifhment but that little ex. 
ence had enfued: I the cofts became 
see Dr. Kent's -managetpent of his 
caufe made them. fo: and. the impro- 
priety of their tailing on the Vifitor to 
pay them, whatever they weve, is moft 
obvious, and notorious. William 
Wainficct had no right, nox could. hé 
ever mean to lay an expence upon his 
fucceffors, the Bithops of Winchefter,

The above I think contains the wholé 
of this tranfaftion, as far as the Bithop 
of Wincheli.r_is concerneds.

But I men to gbierve @ 
faét only, and it is ths, in arguing

no court of Weltminttur, or the Arches 
would ever receive ah appeal again a 
Vifitor. 

Twenty years after, in the year 27215 
Bithhop Treliwney claimed a hal jarife 
digtion, as Local Vifitor of Wykeham*s: 
Coilege, near Winchefter. againtt whith 
claim a number ot the Peilows appéaled 
to the Archbifhop of Cantefbury in hus 
Court of Arches for Zn intubiiidn,-— 
The Dean of the Arches 1«j-dted. their 
appeal, and vefuled to grant an inhjbi- 
tion.—Upon which the faid Bellows ap- 
pealed to her Majetty-in her high Court 
of Chancery, and {asd for 2 commiffioa 
of delegates, — but the then Lord Ke-p- 
er* declared it was a.matier the Cou.t 
could not meddle with, ‘and tcfufed to

ant a commiffiem! of delegates. —-Up- 
om this difcovery. that no relief could be 
had aga 7% the Vilitcr, all the Fellows, 
except ‘Mr. Archdeacon Brideorke, 
fub{cribed their fubmiffion to the Bifhop 
ef Winchefter, as-local and’ final. Viti- 
tor, which Mr. Archdeacon Biideoake 
refufing to do, the Bithop-expelled bim 
for fuch his refufal. The Archdeacon 
took every Rep that law, or lawyers 
coull direét, or that friends or interett 
could fupport, to get the B thop’s a& of 
his expuifion vevok’d, and hinkIf re- 
inftated in his feltowfhip, but to no 
putpofe; he lived, and died many years 
afterward expelled, without remedy. 
If Dr. Kent fince that time had difco- 
tered a way, or method whereby an ap.

<¢ FT is inconceivable that the: [fiaek& 
= I ites fhould have demanded a gcl- 
«¢ den calf, in erder to worfhip it, at 
*¢ the foot of that very mountain where 
«© God had fpoken to Motes in the 
¢ midit of thunder and lightning whiclt 
« they faw, and of the heavenly trum- 
« pet which they heaid.”  Treatife on 
Toleration, chep. xii. 

Anfwer. The Hebrews were indeed 
at the foot of the mountain from which 
God difcourfed with Mofes, but for a 
long time they qwot not, they fail, what 
wis become of this Mojfes. ‘They liad 
heretofoie jcen him frequently afcend 
the mountain, and again come down 
from it, in order to bring them the com- 
mands cf the Lord. ‘This time, on the 
contrary, he had diappewed from them 
for more than amenth. Surp.ifed at 
fo long an abiince, and not knowing 
what was hbctowe of him, they lott ait 
hope of feeing hist again. Is it #acon- 
coxgable, that, iv fuch circumitanees, 
this igacrant people, left to themfilves, 
having juft departed from idotatrous 
Feypt, led away by the example of alt 
the neighbouring nations, and looking 
on themfelves as forfakea by their God, 
fhould have given way-on this occafion 
to an efablifhed worfhip which flatteret 
their inclinations by ‘the pomp of cerc- 
monics andthe jolity of featts ? Noy, it 
ts very probable, that, in their inten:i- 
ch, the honaurs whith thcy paid to th: 
idul had «gelation to God their del-ver- 
er, and thag all their crime was the a- 
doh tym, m. defiance of his com-

mands, under a corporal image. They 
‘would have a fymbolic reprefentation of 
the true God: who had brought them 
ont of Egypt. ‘To this it was owing, 
“that, whcn Aaron proclaimed the feait 
which they were to celebrate in honour 
of the golden caif, he faid, to-morrow 
1s a feaft to rwe Lorp, a certain proof 
that he deemed’ that idol an image of 
Jehovah, or the true God. 

“¢ How could Aaron coft fuch a calf 
** in one day ? It is impoffible for any 
‘© artift to make a golden image in [efs 
*¢ than three months!” Ditto. 

Anf. The author here feems to ima- 
gine that this golden caif was a colof- 
ius, and has forgotten that it was in- 
ten:led to be carried at the head of the 
Hebrew army. Make us, faid they, 
Gods which foall go before us, With 
this view, it was net neceffary that this 
ftatue frould be as weighty as the horfe 
of Henry IV, or the Laocoon of Marly. 
M de Voltaire had certainly feen the 
golden calf reprefented in fome piture, 
according to the painter’s fancy, and 
from the pinting formed a judgment 
of the original. But the conclufion is 
by ro means juft. Painters are not al- 
ways good authority, any more than po- 
ets. -Any founder, furrifhed with pro- 
pir meterials, and well paid, would 
make fuch a work, roughly executed as 
all the works. of the Egyptians were, in 
leis than a week. Without much fearch 
the writer of this has found two who 
require only three days. 

*€ How could Mofes afterwards re- 
** duce it to a powder that might be 
** fwallowed? For that purpofe the 
** greateit fkill in chymiftry would have 
‘¢ been infufficient,”” Ditzo. 

Anf. Every one knows that falt of 
tartar mixed with fu'phur diffulves gold 
fo as to reduce it to powder that may 
be fwal'owed. Stahl, a chymitt of the 
firtt rank, has affirmed this long ago in 
his Opufcules. We find ina well known 
werk by M. Gogwet, entitled, The 
Origin of Laws, Sciences, and Arts; 
that “* the Natron,* a fubftance com- 
‘* mon in the Eaft, and efpecially near 
** the Nile, produces the fame effect; 
“* that Motes was perfeétly ‘well ac- 
** quainted with the foree of its opera- 
* tion;f and that he could not better

{+ Mos was learned in all the wifdom of 
the Bryptiars, And that the art of cafting 
and purifying metals had long been known to’ 
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*{punith the infidelity of the Tfraelites, 
** than by making them drink this 
‘¢ powder, ‘becaufe gold rendered po 
*¢ ‘table by this procefs is of a moft- o- 
‘¢ dious tafte.” “This - poffibility of 
saaking gold potable has been-repeated 
a hundred times fince Stahl in the works 
and le&tures of the moft celebrated chy- 
mifts, Senac, .Baron, Macquer, &c. 
In this they all agree. M. Le Fevre 
adds, that nothing is more certain, and 
that there cannot be the leaft doubt. 
Ab:n Ezra formerly fufpe&ed that Mo- 
fes rendered the gold potable by a chy- 
mical -procefs. Some ‘time after, ano- 
ther Rabbi wrote that he himfelf had 
been witnels of a fimilar.operation, but 
it was fearce believed before Stahl. 
But what fignify difcoveries, if, fo ma- 
ny years after, the fame errors are re- 
peated? Could M. de Voltaire be ig- 
norant, when he revived this frivolous 
objeXion, that. the meaneft chymitt 
could eafily refute it? Chymiftry, it is 
plain, is not his talent; let hira conti- 
nue to write verfes; let-him found the 
Epic trumpet, and difpute the prize with 
Euripides and Sophocles, but let him 
have done with the art of *Rouelle and 
Margraff. 

Ic as needlefs to wafte much time in 
refuting thofe milreprefentations which 
M. de Voltaire gives of fome paffa- 
gesin the Prophets, by exhibiting as re- 
alities things which happened only in a 
vifion ; as for examp!e, when it is faid, 
that Ezekiel eat the parchment roll that 
was prefented to him; that he covered 
his bread with dung; that he lay on his 
left fide 390 days, &c. all which évi- 
dently paffed on'y in a vifion. When 
Ifaiah allo is faid to have walked naked, 
this means that he walked without a 
robe and without a tunic like the flaves, 
who doubilefs had enouglr left to cover 
their nakednefs. This prophet walking 
naked may make the ignorant fmile : 
this ig al] the fuccefs that ¢an be ex- 
pected by fuch conceits.

during the Ear]’s confinement in the 
Tower, and previous to his death.

' Tn confirmation of the confe- 
wences. that may be drawn from this 
fet, Rapin (vob, ix. French edit. . ps 
545.) fays, ‘* Iam very certain, that 
*€ the laft Earl of Effex was.of opinion,

France, but aifo for thofe of Holland, 
Germany, Denmark, England, Swe- 
den, and latly for Peterfuourg. The 
aftrenomers who aceompanied him were 
*M. Pingré, named by the academy, 
and + M.Meflicr, chofen by M. de Cour- 
tanvaux. ~His departure being fixed for 
the beginning of May, 1768, all the ar- 
tifts had not time to put the finishing 
hand‘ to their works. Two watches 
made by M. Le Roy were all that were 
ready at the time appointed, and confe- 
quently all whofe exaétnefs M. de Cour- 
tanvaux cou!d undertake to verify. M. 
Le Roy made the voyage himfelf, tie 
better: to obferve the caufes of thofe de- 
teéts, which the rolling of the thip 
might cccafion, and to appty the moit 
effectual remedies. M. de Courtanvaux 
gives a fucceffive account in his journal 
of the going of thefe watches, and of all 
the obfervations which he made; toge- 
ther with Meffrs. Pingré and Mefier, 
re‘ating to the obje&t of their voyage. 
Thee obfervations are recapitulated in 
the laft chapter; and the following is a 
fhort abftra&t of them : 

The firft of Mi. Le Roy's watches had 
been examined for feveral months by 
the cominiffioners of the academy ; it 
had been tran{ported .to various places, 
both by land and water, and nothing 
feemed to interrupt its ifychronifm, 
However, 1t proved lefs exaét than the 
fecond watch, which was probably ow-

‘yg to ah accident that befell it on the 
way'from Paris to Havre. M.Le Roy, 
having the charge- of conveying his 
watches, fet out before the other paf- 
fevers, in order to wait for them at 
Havre. The motion of the carriage 
broke the ftring which fupported the re- 
gulator ofthe firt watch. M. Le Roy 
fupplied it with another, :purchafed in a 
neighbouring town, and repaired it as 
well as his fituation would permit. The’ 
watch, however, had fuffered, and as 
far as Amfterdam its motion was not 
uniform : It continually gained time, 
But from Amfterdam the watch per- 
formed very well the reft of the voyage, 


and in forty days its error was no more’ 


than sr feconds, or 12 minutes 45 fe- 
eonds of a degree, which even under the 
Equator would occafion only an error of 
4 leagues $. But the Aét of the Englifh 
Parliament decrees the whole reward of 
20,0001. fterling f, provided the er- 
ror be lefs than ten leagues [30 miles] 
in the {pace of about fix weeks. 

The going of M. Le Roy’s fecond 
watch was {till more uniform than that 
of the firft. From the sth of July, 
when it was entrufted to M. de Cour- 
tanvaux, to the 30th of Auguft, the er- 
ror wasonly 15 feconds-and a half,which 
would not be one league and three quar- 
ters, even under the Equator, where the 
error is greatet §. Such: fuccefs feems 
all that can be wifhed: M. Le Roy 
however, wes dirested by the'court to 
embark in a thip bound to America, in 
order to afcertain by a ftill longer expe- 
riment, the perfection of his watches. 
On the o:her hand, M. Pingré has been 
ord: red to examine the Marine Watches 
of M., Bertrand on board a fhip, which 
is alfo fiiled for America. The event 
of thefe mvo voyages Is not yet known. 
When itis, it fhali be communicated to 
the publick. The following account of 
the voyage, is extracted from the jour- 
nals of the Marquis, and of Mefits. 
Pingré and Meflier, who relate nothing 
(they fay) but can be certified at leaft by 
one of the three, fappofing that they have 
not been mifinfornied, which has fome-

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times been the cafe. ; 
* © Our obfervers left Paris May 12, 
4767, and arrived the 14th at Havre-de- 
Grace, of which they give the hittory and 
defcription. This city, which was builé 
by Francis I. in' 1516, is at prefent very 
popuious, having near 30,000 mhabi- 
tants, including the fuburb of Ingou- 
ville, ‘About the year 1538, there 
was built at Havre a fhip of an enorm- 
ous bulk; its burthen was zooo tons,. 
its cables were aslarge asa man’s leg; it 
had on board a tennis-court, and a wird- 
mill; It was named La Grande Fran-. 
goife ; and was deftined’ for the Eaft In- 
dies 5 in two ‘tides, it was with great 
difficulty brought to the extremity of the 
Jettees, where it was obliged to be de- 
ftroyed ; the materials were employed in 
building many of the houfes in the fub- 
uth of /a Bare.” 

The Aurora failed for Calais the 2 5th 
of May. M. de ‘Courtanvaux faw in 
the citadel of that town an Alembic, 
which Mefirs. Rigaud and de Fourcroix 
ufed to make falt water freth; of which 
he has given a plan, with an explana-’ 
tion.’ A number of experiments have’ 
been made at Calais, on the principies 
of Dr. Poiffonnier, which have perfect- 
ly fucceeded ; fea-water having been 
made by thefe operations as {weet and as 
potabie as that of a {pring. 

** One muft undertake, fays our Aus 
thor, fome long voyages in order to know 
how greatly the Marine is indebted to 
this Academician. This difcovery may 
fometimes be very uleful on land ; at 
Calais, it is of peculiar fervic¢e, where 
they have no water but from cilterns, fo 
that in cafe of a ‘hege, if this water 
frould fail, the garrifon would be obli- 
ged to furrender, notwithRanding the 
greatelt plenty of other proviiions. 

Duok:rk, where our travellers touch- 
ed next, is a large city. An Englith 
Author, who wrote in 1761, affures us 
that the year before, there were more 
than 12,000 communicants, and it is 
thought that they have not much dimi- 
nifhed fince. The ftreets are well pav- 
ed, and the houfes well built, almoult abl 
of brick: Allthe cellars avé inhabited 5 
they geceive the light by two folding - 
doors, which mug be tefc open in the 
day time, while there is any company in 
thofe fubterraneous apartments: the 
names of the ftreets are marked at every 
crofs-way ; and all the houfes in the fame 

reet are numb:red [as now in London}. 
On Holidays and Sundzys 2 remaikable 
kind of ornament is placed in the freets 5 
it tonfitts of a co:letion of garlands

Compofed of artificial flowers of various 
Colours, ranged at proper diftances ; thefe 
grands uniting in the middie of the 

reet, form.a kind of canepi¢s, on which 
are hung feveral picces of glafs.: Fhe: 
Teaft breath of wind’ that makes thefe 
glaffes clath together, occafions. a har 
mony which equals that of the drumsiof. 
Bifcay, andthe Caftagnetti of Langue- 
doc. The yoiith of both fexes aflem- 
Ble after divine fervice,; and dance un- 
der thefe garlands. _ sy ld 

The church of St. Eloi, which.was 
burnt down in 1558, was rebuilt by the 
produce of the Holy Nets: ‘The fither- 
men of Dunkirk, in order to draw down 
a bleffing. on their occupation, thought 
proper to make Heaven, 4s it were, a 
partner in their trade. When. they, 
went out a fithing, they appropriated a, 
certain number of-nets, to. which they 

ave the name of the Holy Nets; ali the 
£hh taken with thefe nets‘were thought 
to belong toGed ; they were fold a-part, 
and theproduce of. the. fale was giveri 
to the parifh church. What at firlt was 
only the effe& of a voluntary devotion, 
became afterwards an indifpenfible ob- 
ligation; the Counts of Fianders for; 
bad any fidhing. boat. to go: dut of the 
portof Dunkirk, withouttaking on board 
at leaft, one Holy Net, and by thie pro- 
duce of the fith thus' taken was buiirthe 
prefent beautiful parifh church. 

The sgth of June, our obfervers fail- 
ed for Holland, and arrived the 2rft at 
Rotterdam. ‘* At the cntrance of the 
Maefe, fay they, Holland. appeared. to 
us a delightful fpot. The.country, as 
lew. as the water of the-river was open 
to our view; and formed the moft pleaf- 
ing landfeapes, neat villages, country- 
houfts, and gardens, proportional in all 
their parts, moft beautiful avenues, as 
far as we could fee, meadows, where 
numbertefs flocks were feeding ; a thou- 
fand agreeable and diverfified objcéts 
perplexed usonly in the choice.of what 
we fhould admire mof, and would not 
fuffer us to hope for a more fatisfacétory 
profpect. We found one, however fi 1 
more enchanting over againkt Rotterdam ; 
it was on one fide happiry bounded by the 
city, it was loft dn the other by a btau- 
tiful fpacious field; and on the river it- 
felf, which is there almoft half a league 
in breadth, the fhips, the barges, the 
yatchs, the boats, in a conftant fuccel- 


fiow, forming, as it were, a fecond~ 


floating city, which zdmirably grouped 
with ali the reft, and the ferenity of the 
iky added 4 néw luftre t6 all the parts of 
this delightful view. —The city of Rot- 
verdai’t fremed to Ws real jcweil,” 
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M. de C. afterwards mentions fevetal 
curiofities whiclr. he faw at Rotterdam 
and lias taken care not to forget the ces 
lebrated cabinets. of M; Biffchop, and 
M. Geevers, I queflion, fayshe, (peaks 
ing of the firtt, qwhether there is in the 
warld one cabjnet. xyhich furpajjes it. 
Our.travellers pafs high encomiums of 
the civilities which weve fhewn then in 
that city, particularly by’ M. Van der 
Hoeven de Brengwen, who aéts as conful 
of France at Rotterdam. And what they 
fay. of his paternal extraction. is very re+ 
markable: ‘Ij 1421, the-Maefe hav- 
ing burft its dykes,..and being confider- 
ably. fwelled when the tide camein with 
great violence; the country bordéring. on: 
Dordtecht, [or Do:t] was overflowed 
aboyé 160,000 perfons perithed, fifteedt 
churhes: with les; feveral  caftles, 
feventy-two Villages were overthrown ; 
their melancholly ruins ate {till vifible at 
low water. A new fed formed iteifon 
the S. E. of Dordrecht, which is called 
the Bigfbos, Thisfea communicates with 
the Old Maefe, arid with the open fea;. 
and forms the ifland on which Dordrecht 
is fituated. Inthe general calamity of 
this inundation, one infant only waS 
faved} it floated in its cradle on the wa- 
ter, a cat belohging to the family faton 
the fide of it; when thé cradlé inclined; 
the cat, ina pannic, leaped on the high- 
eft fide, and by the counte: poife reftored 
the equilibrium. This was perceived 
from the land} the cradle was waited 
for, and the infant was faved; Had it 
not been for our obligations to M. Van 
der Hoeven, I fhould not have related 
this fact, which I do on his authority j 
but he is LA gay interefted in it, that 
it alfo inter®fs me; for from this infant 
M. Vander Hoeven is defcended en his 
father’s fide.” 


On the road from De'ftto the Hague, . 


our obfervers {aw a large black and white 
dog following acoagh. As he feemed 
to them fomewhat remarkable, M. 
Vander Hoeven, who accompanied them, 
told them, that he was the Oifépring of 
a bear anda bitch, which could not be 
doubted, as he was whelped at the end 
of a long voyage, in which the bitch and 
the bear were the only animals on board: 
M., de Cowtanvaux, like all other 
travellers, was ftruck with the beatity of 
the Hague, and fpeaks of it with admi« 
rarion ; but he is mifaken in (uppofing 
it two leagues round: It is littie more 
than a leagué. The Prince Stadctholder 
did not inherit from his artee ors’ thie 
Hotel, in which are his cabinets: Hé 
purchaftdit But a few years ago. Nei- 
wher 
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ther the Churchof England nor the Ana- 
baptifts have churches at the Hague. 
The beautiful.road from the Hague to 
Scheveling, is only three quarters of a 
league, and not a good league anda half 
dong. The defcription of, Zorgvlied is 
highly pleafing ; but the illuftrious pof- 
feflur of that beautiful feat, is not the 
Firft Prefident of the States General a- 
bout the Prince, as M. de Courtanvaux 
fuppofes. The States General have no 
fixed Prefident ; each of the Seven Pro- 
vinces prefides in itS turn, and he who 
holds the firt rank in the deputation of 
his province, is Prefident for one whole 
week. . The Count de Bentinck is per- 
petual Prefident of the College of Coun- 
fel!ors Deputies of Holland. The fon 
of this Lord is Captain of a frip in the 


. fervice of England, and not in that of 


the Republick. 

On the fubje&t of a Specilum Salutis, 
printed at Haerlem, in 1440, by Lau- 
rence Cofter, our travellers fay, that 
** it is agreed, that the printing of Co- 
fter was nothing but engraving in wood, 
an ufeful invention, it is true, but much 
inferior to that of real printing in de- 
tached and moveable characters, which 
Was invented a few years afer at Mentz.”* 
Was not M. Courtanvaux acquainted 
with the work * in which M. Meerman 
has fo well proved that Laurence Cofter 
was the inventor of moveable types of 


. wood ? 


*¢ For fome years there was no court of 
Juftice atHaerlem. When the States ac- 
knowledged William IV. the father of 
the reigning Prince, for hereditary Stadt- 
holder, the Haerlemers not agreeing to 
it, drove the troops of the States out of 
their town, and hanged fome of thofe 
whom they thought beft affected to the 
Prince ; the fedition however was quell- 
ed, atid expiated by the blood of its 
principal. authors : A Court of Juftice 
was eftablifhed at Haerlem, and fince 
that, things have gore on much better ; 
the city is much mote popuious than it 
was ; here are, however, but 16,000 
inhabitants ; the value of hou‘cs is of 
courfe much encreafed : We were in a 
houfe which was then bought for twelve 
or thirteen hundred florins: The ow- 
ner told us that he thould now have no 
difficulty in felling it for eightcev or 
twenty thoufand florins, though he had 
made no addition to it.” In all this 
there are many miftakes ; but the ftrang-

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eft is the imagining, that before the 
Stadtholder, there was no Court of Juf- 
tice in fo confiderable a city as Haerlem ; 
not to mention the enormous and incre- 
dible augmentation that is fuppofed to be 
made in the value of houfes ; thismutt be 
an error of the prefs, and tho’ the prics 
is exprefled in words at length, the au- 
thor only meant, that the houfe in que- 
ftion would fell at prefent for 1800 or 
2000 florins. 

A little lower, M. de Courtanvaux 
fays, that the religion of the Anabap- 
tilts is one of the four predominaxt Reli- 
gions in Holland, and that the three o- 
thers are the Pretended Reformed, the 
Catholick, and the Fewifo.” He afferts 
the fame on the article of Amfterdam f. 
Every one knows, however, that the 
Reformed Religion is the only one that 
predominates in Holland, and our au- 
thor has faid the fame thing himfelf in 
another place f. 

After this, it is but juftice to add, 
that it would be very unfair to judge of 
the accuracy of M. de Courtanvaux’s 
accounts by the paffages jult quoted. 
After being only five or fix weeks in 
Holland, and having feen and heard fo 
many ditferent things, it muft be almoft 
impoffible for our fagacious travellers not 
to fall into fome miftakes, and not to be 
mifled by fome whom they contulted, 
The reft of their obfervations are in ge- 
neral no lefs exaé than interefting, and 
it is with regret that we cannot follow 
them through the diff-rent towns of Hol» 
land, in order to quote their defcription. 
We fhall confine ourfelves to their ac- 
count of Helder and its dykes. 

Helder is only a village, fituated on 
the fea- hote, in the middle of a point 
which ftretches out towards the Ifle of 
Texel, which is three quarters of a 
league to the N.'N. E. of it, Part of 
the village is built on the dyke, and 
corifequently on the fand ; proper pre- 
cautions, no doubt, have been taken to 
defend the houfes from the force of the 
winds, which is great in that quarter. 
Half a leagpe to the W. of Helder, is a 
fecond, viliage,.fituated at the bottom of 
the Downs, and called Huy/duyne ; it 1s 
almot as large as Helder, but moft of 
its houfes are covered with thatch, or 
rather with rufhes; notwithftanding that, 
they have a neatnefs which the cottages 
rave not in France: There are in the 
two villages about 1500 inhavitagts, Cae 
tholicks, Reformed, and Anzbaptilis ; 
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_ the firft amount to 5 or 600; the Ana- 
- baptifts are the richeft of all.—All the 
_ women quit their mules when they enter 
the church, and remam conftantly on 
. their knees, even during high mafs and 
. thefermon. Thecurate, M. de Vynck, 
fvems a moft worthy eccleiiaftic ; he is fo 
_abitemious, that his averfion for wine 
has almoft made him negle& his vocation, 
only the wine cf Conftance (of the Cape 
ef Good Hope) will agree with his fto- 
mach ; with this wine he celebrates mafs. 
~ « The object moft worthy of attention 
at Helder is the dyke, which the indefa- 
tigable induftry of che Dutch has raifed 
againft the incurfions of the fea: | have 
no difficulty in affirming, that thefe 
dykes are the greateft wonderin Holland. 
From thefe dykes it is eafy to fee, that 
the country is lower than the fea: The 
waters coming from the North {ea into 
the channel of the Texel acquire a mo- 
tion the more violent, on account of its 
being confined by the iflands, and fand- 
banks with which that fait is filled ; 


The point of North Holland on which’ 


Helder ttands, would be the firft expofed 
to the fury of the wavs, and that Bar- 


rier once broken, all North Holland’ 


wou!d be overflowed. To the Welt of 
Zype and of Coegras, fome downs of 
fands thrown up by the fea itfelf and 
fufficiently raifed, feein to fecure the 
country ; the Dutch, however, have 
not ceafed to work upon fome artificial 
dykes in thofe places, where their fore- 
caft thought it wrong to truft to nature 
only. Thefe Downs end near Huyf- 
duy-e, at the entrance of the channel of 
the Texel, z. e. in the place where the 
impetuofity of the waves begins to threa- 
ten the overthrow of all the obftacles that 
ean be oppofed to them. In order to 
ebviate this danger, they firft begin to 
conftinét along the fhore a great num- 
ber of piles or fpurs, which break the 
violence of the water: On the fide of the 
f.a, between the piles, ftakes are driven 
m the fand, which are covered with 
planks, or interwoven with branches of 
trees in order to form a kind of Caines, 
which are filled with large ftones, brought 
trom Norway.for that purpofe. Eveiy 
fhip which trades to Sweden or Norway, 
is obliged at her return to take on board 
by way of bailaft, a certain number of 
thefe la ge ftones. The water bre-king 
en thete caflincs, neceflarily Jofes the Jit- 
tle fivength which the piles had left it, 
Ju variows places within the piles, and 
wlos.g the caliines, on the land-fice, is a 
psrapet from fiiteen to eightcen fect 
high, and from five to twelve {,ei thick ; 


‘out any further ceremony. This weed 


Thefe parapets are compofed of nothing 
but fea-weed *, which is heaped up with- 


finks down by its own weight ; as it 
rots, it turns to earth,.and forms a fo- 
lid mafs. The real dyke‘is behind this 
parapet; it extends from Huyfduyne to 
a fmall haven, which is‘fcarce half a 
league to the Eaft of Helder, being a 
fpace of above 2000 + toifes ; in breadth 
it extends to from eight to ten toiles, 
and fometimes more; it is raifed about 
two toifes above the higheft fea, but it is 
four or five feet lower than the parapet 
of Goemon. Along the dyke are fome 
pofts numbered, diftant in general from 
eich other from forty to forty-five toif- 
es; their ufeis to point out to thofe who 
overice the management of the dykes 
that part which is entruited to their care. 
The dyke being formed only of fand, 
the wind may make great havock in it ; 
ta remedy this inconvenience, fome 
reeds and rufhes are planted in the fand, 
and thefe holdit faft: where there are no 
reeds, fome whifps of ftraw are fet in 
the {and about a foot deep; men, beatfts, 
and carriages which pals over the dyke, 
fpread this ftraw, which preferves the\ 
fand, and care is taken to renew it from 
time to time ; fome neighbouring rufhes 
tied together, as we tie our cardoons and 
fuccory to bleach them, produce alfo the 
fame ¢ffeét, and this effect is more dura- 
ble; if, notwithftanding thefe precauti- 
ons, the wind carries fome fand away 
it often reftores more, which it raife 
from the fea on the dyke, and which is 
kept there by the ftraw and the rufhes. 
‘* Above Huyfduyne, on the top of 
the firt Downs, a light is kindled every 
night, for a dire&tion to the thips which 
f-ek the entrance of the Texel. This 
light is nothing but a kind of gridiron, 
or large fquare chafing-dith, which is 
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loaded with blocks of wood 3 it is no 
more than a foot and a half, or two feet, 
high ; but on the top of it is a little 
mountain of coals, raifed ten or twelve 
Feet above the fummit of the Down; 
this is lighted in the evening, it yields 
a very bright fire, which is feen at a 
great dittance. 

‘* Not far from this light, on the 





flope of the Downs towards the fea, 4

The Republic reclaimed both the ship 
and the criminals. They were delivered 
up, brought home, tried, and punifh- 
edinthe Texel. ‘Their bodies, and all 
their limbs were encompafled with rings 
and hoops of iron, that their bodies be- 
ing the longer preferved, might be a 
warning to thofe who might be tempted 
to imitate their example. Thus the Re- 
publick is no Jefs fevere in punifhing 
crimes than fhe is generous and fplendid 
in rewarding virtue.” 

Our travellers Jeft the Texel the 3d of 
Augulft, and arrived at Boulogne the 
yth. This city, which they defcribe, is 
very ancient. It was well known in the 
time of Auguftus. That part which 
is called the Upper-town, is on tie fum- 
mit of a hiil, commanded, but-at a di- 
ftance, by fome mountains of a fuffici- 
ent height. That part of the town is 
much more ancient than the other ; that 
only was contemporary with theRomans, 
and with the Counts of Boulogne: but 
it was then much lefsextenfive than it 
is at prefent. The Lower-Town is on- 
ly feparated from the Upper by a dc {cent 
of about a hundred paces in lengih with- 
out the town. It is very modern, but 
much larger, more populous, and move 
commercial than the Upper-Town. 
There are about 7500 inhabitants én the 
two towns, two thirds of whom are in 
the Lower. 

The fea near Calais and Boulogne a- 
bounds with Phofphors. As one rows 
in a boat, every ftroke of the oar difco- 
vers a multitude of them : Two toifcs 
farther, there appears not one; at fome 
diftance from that, they appear again. 
What is the nature of thefe Phofphors ? 
Are they animalcules ? Is it the {pawn 
of fihh, as many fuppofe ? Or is it {ome 
other kind of fubitance ? Perhaps the 
nature of thefe Phofphors is not every 
where the fame. M. Rigaud, atCaluis, 
would have convinced our travellers that 
the Phofphors of the channel are real 
animals. A microfcope was employed 
for this purpofe, but an experiment with 
the microfcope is difficut to make, as it 
is not eafy to feize that kind of a ome, fo 
as to place them on the pin. Our ob- 
fervers could not fucceed in it ; they dif- 
covered fome animalcu!es, which feemed 
even to have fmall paws or fins ; but M. 
Rigaud allowed that thofe were not the 
animals which he waated to thew them. 
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This experiment failing, he made anos 
ther: He placed on the table a glafs of 
fea water.; thefe experiments were: ail 
made in the dark : On moving the wa- 
ter, the Phofphors’ appeared and difap- 


peared immediately. M. Rigaud thea 
pourcd in a fpoonful of Vinegar ; the 
Phofphors appeared again, were much 
agitated, and ‘were extinguifhed {ome mi- 
nutes after ; the glafs was then well fha- 
ken, but no light appeared. M. Ri- 
gaud well accounts for this experiment, 
by faying, that thefe Phofph vs are ani- 
mals, that vinegar and other acids ars 
fatal to, and that they ceafe ta be Phos 
phors when they ceafeto live.

He mentions ope difagreeable circum- 
ftance, which -he fays is peculiar to Lif- 
bon, the creaking of the cart whéels. I 
queftion, fays hes whether the ftench of 


the dirtieft: ftreets is not more fupport- . 


able .to the noftrils, than that fhrillnefs 
to the ears. ‘The cart wheels hére are 
made out.of two boards nailed together, 

_@nd-clumfily cut in a circular. form: 
The noife they make might be prevent- 
ed only by greafing the axles ; hut the 
carmen fay, that the devil would then 
do mifchief to their oxen; and. that 
noife frightens him’away. Cervantes, 
in his Don Quixot; takes ngtice of his 
countrymens opinion of thé ndife of 
cat wheels. _De cuyo chirrio afperoy 
continuado fe dixe che buyen los lobos y 
los offos: By whofe grating and excefive 
Sorillnefs, they fay, that bears and 
wolves are put to flight, But this paf- 
fage proves that the excefhive fhrillnefs 
of cart wheels was notorious in Spain, 
and therefore the author is probably 
miftaken in fuppofing it peculiar to Por- 
tugal. 

From Lifbon the ‘author fet out of 
the 17th of September, having continu- 
ed there, and in the feighbourhood, 
little more than a fortnight; he took 
Batitte with him, who knowing that nei- 
ther bed nor victuals were to be pro- 
cured at the inns, provided fowls, hams, 
faulages, pies, cakes, and cheefe for 
the journey, and above all a large bag, 
which was to be filled wiih ftraw at 
night, to fleep upon. 

He repréfents the Portugue‘e as 1 ve- 
ry happy people, though the poor fel- 
dom taite fichh. ‘They. are at once, and 
from (Ke fame conititution. exceedingly 
amorons and devout. When the 2u- 
thor was at Aldeagallega, his fi: ftage 
from Liibon towards Madrid, he walk- 
ed out in she evening by moonthin. to 
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the fide of the. Tagus, where he aw’ 
many a happy couple, fome fitting on 


the bank, foine walking backwards and_ 
forwards, ‘all ‘whifpering, all hugging, 
_ all enjoying each other. At. their de- 


votions they are all the time upon. their 


“Knees, their eyes raifed -wifhtully up, 
‘and the fingers of one hand clafped be- 
“tween thofe of the other: they {mg ve- 
ry loud, or uttér ejaculations with giéat 


earnefinefs, and often firike their breafts 


‘with their hands. , Leave the church, 


fays our author; and took at .théir 
houfés, you will fee many ¢roffes paint- 
ed on their outward walls; ora Away 
a St. Francis, or St. Anthony ; Wwhén a 
Friar comes in, men, women, and chil- 
dren haftily get up, run to him, and 
humbly kits his hand or his fleeve, the 
hem of his garment, or the beads that 


‘hang from his girdle, Every evening 


the people are feen in numbers kneeling 
round a high crucifix, which is fixed in 
the middle of the ftreet, finging litanies 


with their utmoft power of voice; when ~ 


this is over, numbers of them may be 
feen dancing in almoft every houfe and 
fhop, to the found of a guittar or two, 
while fome of the company fing a fong 
to the tune. Their dances confift chiet- 
ly in jumps and jerks; in languid pof- 


“tires, and languid falls, in a quick and 


inceflant ftriking of their heels on the 
ground, perfectly calculated to Kindle 
the mind with joy, and the-heart with 


‘“defire. 


That the low‘ people never tafte fleth, 
is a proof of their extreme poverty ; for, 
the Country produces good beef and 
veal, excelJent pork, mutton, and Jamb, 
chickens, fowls, ducks, turkeys, and 
game ; and with fit, the market of Lif 
bon, fays our auther, is the mot plen- 
teoufly and varioufly fupplied of any ir 
Ettrope. The better fort keep good 
tables, and haye French cooks; to keep 
a table however in this country is very 
expenfive, if to live at home, is not 
cheaper than to live at an inn, for our 
author's table at Kelly’s, which he fays 
was far from being fumptuous, coft him 
a guinea a day. ! . ; 

The author crof{cd the Tagus, thcte 
about 9 miles broad, to Aldeagallega, 
and from Aldeagailega he travelled in 
a carriage which hefomewhere calls a 
chaife, drawn by mules, and driven by 
two pottilions, whom: he calls avcalef+ 
feir. This is the only way of travet- 
ling from Lifbon to Madrid, except rid- 
ing en a mule or walking, and the pro- 
gvefs compared with that of the poft- 
chaifes and fly'ng machines of England 
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is very flow,. thefe chaifes probably 
hold but one perfon, for the author hir- 
ed two, one for himfelf, and one for 
Batifte,. and a domincian Friar follow- 
ed them.in a third, For the firft two 
miles the land was coveied with vines 
on each fide of the road, but the reft of 
the way to Peagones, 15 miles, which 
coft them about fix hours, was a heavy 
deep, fandy plain, thinly fcattered with 
low bufhes, and here and there a fmail 
thicket of fir trees ; this plain continu- 
ed to Vientafneuvos, 13 miies farther, 
where they paffed the night. This 
dreary folitude, with the inceffant 
mournful finging of thie caleffeiros, and 
trickling of the mules bells, he fays, 
made his journey very uncomfortable, 
The manners of a country are to be 
Jearnt from little things; the author at 
his feveral ftages was teazed by women 
beggars very different from ours. They 
came about him with a fimpering look, 
hoped he had had a good day’s journey, 
withed he, might live a thoufand years, 
and then afked him for fometking to buy 
pins : when he had complied with the 
firft demand, they made a fecond for a 
little babe at home, then a third for a 
mother, a fourth for a fifter, a fifth for 
a coufin, and ‘if they are young and 
fightly, he fays, there is no end of their 
coquetries and demands. When he was 
at dinner at. Peagones, one of them firft 
atked for fome pin-money ; then for a 
loaf of bread ; then fora bit of the paf- 
ty; then for the wing of a fow]; then 
for a flice of cheefé; then fora bunch 
of grapes ;- and then, having fat down 
by him on the ground and eat heartily, 
fhe renewed the attack, he fays, witha 
pretty fmile, and afked for more money. 
He called her weet fenbora, and com- 
wang with her requeft, upon which fhe 
ad the impudence to afk him for anew 
trunk covered with Ruffia leather ; this, 
as may be fuppofed, was refufed, and 
fhe then afked him for a fann, becaufe 
as fhe faid the weather was intolerably 
hot; for this reafon faid Baretti I mutt 
keep it myfelf, and he immediately adds, 
‘© I verily believe had I give her one 
eye, the would have afked for the other.” 
He flept at Vientafneuvos, and the 
next morning he had fcarcely rifen from 
his ftraw bag, when a dirty wench who 
had the night before got a few pieces of 
money of him by dint of importunity, 
one for herfelf, one for a little girl, one 


for a little boy, and ftill another for a- 


nother little boy or girl, ‘entered his 


-room. On feeing her again he gueffed 


her errand, and cried in an angry tone, 
Gent, Mag. Sept. 177¢. 
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** have you got any more boys and giil’s 
you frontlefs huffey?”. At thele words 
fhe broke out into fuch a terrible voci- 
feration that her criés brought two bare- 
footed rafcals into the room; who h-ar- 
ing that fhe had been called frontlefs 
huffey, the expreffion in Portuguefe was 
rather more ftrong, cara de puta, they 
put on a ftera look, and began to fpeak 
in (uch a tone, that our traveller thought 
it neceflary to draw a (hort piftol out of 
his pocket and cock it. 

At the fight of this piftol they ran with 
great preci, itation down ftairs tumb- 
ling over each other. Batifte came with 
a hanger to his mafter’s affittance in lefs 
than a minute, and gave him an oppor- 
tunity of leaping into his chaife and 
trotting away before the men had re- 
covered from their fright. The good 
Dominican quieted the woman, and 
prevented the bravos from following the 
chaile. 

From Vientafneuvos he proceeded 
through the fame kind of defart to Ar- 
ragolos, about :3 miles, and the next 
day reached Eftremor. : 

_ When he entered Eftremor, a procla- 
mation had juft been read, ordeving the 
inhabitants to mafk and be merry for a 
week, in honour of the Princefs of Bra- 
zil, who about two months before had 
been married to her uncle Dom Pedro. 
In confequence of this proclamation he 
faw feveral hundred people ridiculoufly 
difguifed and mafked, whe furrounded 
his chaife, hallowing, ftaring, and play- 
ing antick tricks; many things they 
fpoke with a fqueaking voice that he 
did not underftand, but he fuppofes 
them to have been' witty. : 

When he came to his inn, which is 
here called an ¢fallage, or ftable, lie 
was taken up ftairs into a room, the floor 
of which was fo cracked that he could 
fée the folks below through the chinks, 
and its windows, ‘as ufual, ‘had fhutters 
inftead of glafs; he looked from one of 
thefe windows, and in a fquare befote 
the houfe he faw matks in abundance, 
One was drefled like a bear, and one 
like a pagar b, one had horns on his 
head, a tail hanging behind; anovher 
had tied his cloak round his waift like a 
pettycoat, and fome wore ftockings of 
different colours ; fome had the golilla 
after the Spanifh manner, and fome 
large breeches after the fwils; fome 
fhook the caftinets, and fome plaid on 
the guittar ; feveral ftooped down that 
others might jump over them, and fe- 
veral ran round the fquare throwing 
their hands and legs about like mzdinen. 
Two 
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‘Two of ‘them came up to his window, 
and raued up tong iticks of whti-a they 
had fattened wooden parrots ill thaped 
and ‘ili painted, laughing moft immo- 
derately, and crying Mouju, Moufu; 
from which the author conje€tuics that 
they took him for a F:eachman. 

Soon after an officer who was fent by 
the governor caine into the room, and 
having ordered the mafter and the man 
to ftand up before him, took down in 
writing an exact defcription of their per- 
fons, and then gave them a writien per- 
miffion to go out of the city on the mor- 
TOW. 

When this officer was gone, Mr. Ba- 
tetti went out to fee the town, which 
confifted of final! low houfes; all white- 
"wafhed on ‘the outlide. " Among the 

mafkers whom ‘he met in town, was a 
young fellow with a hoy dreffed in wo- 
man’s cloaths, dancing a dance called 
‘the fandangp, which he fays may with 

ropriety be called, ** a regular and 

armonious convullion of the whole 
body,”” and exceeds all the dances he 
ever faw. 

From Eftremor he proteeded over a 
better country to Elvas; about a league 
from where an’ aqueduct begins, which 
he fays matle him almoft forget the 
magnificent one at Alcantara, though 
it is faid to be a moorifh work. ~ 

He happened to come to Elvas dur- 
ing a fair, which had brought many 
—_— to the place, At another wretch- 
ed flallage he was fhewn into a gallery 
which opened into feveral rooms full of 

eople, and was fpread with men who 

et wrapt in their cloaks. 

As he was waiking in this gallery, 
and waiting for his {upper, fome young 
muleteers came out of the fide rooms ; 
one of them began to tickle his guitar, 
and another produced a fong to the tune; 
in lefs than three minutes the fleepers 
ftarted up,’ and more than thiity people 
came out of the fide rooms: among 
them were four Spanifh and fix Portu- 

. guefe women, three of whom, he fays 
were, very pretty. He expreffes the ut- 
mott pleafure in feeing thefe women and 
their partners dance. The dre{3 of the 

* women, he fays, was gaudy ; the fellows 
who were fleeping on the floor were 
ragged; yet the ragged and the gaudy 
danced together, 2s well as the clean 
and dirty ; for fome of the women were 

‘dirty enough: none of the company 
thewed any partiality to age, drefs, or 
beauty, but all feemed to dance merely 
for dancing fake. 


At the end of the gallery wasa table, 
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upon which was placed the provifions 
which the traveller had brought with 
lim, among which waé-a large Englith 
cake. This cake he cut into flices, and 
diftributed it with a compliment among 
the. Ladies : he then addrefled the Gen- 
tlemen muleteers, afs-drivers and all, 
calling them Fidalgos and Cavalleros, 
and invited them to drink the health of 
their lovely partners, which they all did. 
One of the girls in return for this civi- 
lity, danced a dance without a partner, 
and difplayed fo many graces; fays the 
author, that never was my poor heart in 
fo much danger. Having danced and 
fung till three in the. morning, all the 
Ladies and Geatlemen, \aid down on the 
ground in the gallery, without taking 
off their cloaths. ° 

_ He found them together in the morn- 
ing eating falt meat and pickled olives 
for breakfaft, where at length he left 
them, and croffing a torrent called Caya, 
entered Spain, a. 4

28. A Geographical, Hiftorical, and 
Commercial Grammar; and Prefent 
State of the feveral Kingdoms of the 
World; by William Guthrie, Ef; 

_The author’s principal view in 
this work has been to bring a general 
and comprehenfive knowle:ge of geo- 
graphy, hiftory, and.commerce within 
the reach of thofe who. have. neither 
much leifure nor much money. Toan 
account-of the prefent ftate of nations, 
the author has added that of their for- 
mer condition and various. revolutions, 
digefted, he fays, into fuch a regular 
and conneéted epitome as may be read 
with advantage either alone, or- as an 
introduction to a more copious hiftory. 

In an introduétion, the author treats 
of what he calls afronomical geography, 
and confiders the éarth as a planet, giv- 
ing a very concife and plain account of 
its motions, and the motions of other 
planets in the fame. fyftem, He pro- 
cceds totreat of the artificial orarmillary 
fphere, of the terreftrial globe, with the 
lines and. circles, of the artificial {phere 
transferred to its furface; he tews how 
the ufual problems upon it may be per- 
formed, and de(cribes the éarth accord- 
ing to its natural divifions. He takes 
notice of what has been faid about the 
origin of winds, which only fiews that 
we Know nothing of the maiter, and hie 
accounts for the tides with great perfpe- 
cuity upom the Newfonian principle. 

A general hiftory of the origin of 
mankind, and the formation of ‘king- 
doms 
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‘ firt 
‘given is Denmark, and the heads are 
‘as follows, 


doms follows, in.a very concife abridg- 


‘ment of the Molaichittoty, of the.ac- 
‘counts of antient authors which are-ob- 
“feure and fabulous, and of the more 
‘eredib'e relaticns of later time, down to 
‘the 16th century. 


The earth is then divided into the 
ufual four great continents, Europe, 
Afia, Africa, and America; . And the 
kingdoms and ft utes treated-of feparate- 
ly under different heads, which howe- 
ver are not always the fame, though 
perhaps they ought to have been. ‘The 
ingdom of which am account is

In the:account of Denmark the au- 
ther objeéts that geographers-have hi- 
therto negleéted to mention the greateft 


“varity in the country, the ancient in- 


fcriptions upon rocks, in charaéters fup- 
pofed to be runic, and thought to relate 
hiftorical events. Atnong the uncom- 
mon animals of Norway, the author 
mentions. the Sea Serpent and the Kra- 
ken, Of the fea ferpent there are credi- 
ble accounts from thofe that have feen 
it, particularly one Egede mentioned by 
David Crantz, who lately publifhed.an 
account of a voyage to Greenland, by 
the Hernhutters ; but of the Kraken,a 
moniter fuppofed to be a mile and an 
half in circumference, there is no fuch 
account as juftifiés the author in fiying 
that its exiftence js put out of al] doubt. 


‘ It is mentioned by Pontopedon in his 


hiftory of Norway, and Pontopedon is 
wiiter of crédit;..but he mentions the 
Krakén only from'report. 

It is faid that if Norwegian hiftoiies 
are to be believed, the peoplé were ac- 
quainted with America long before it 
was difcovered by Columbus. 

Tt cannot be expected that we fhould 
give extra&ts, from a work fo multifa- 
rious as this cniatt neceflarily be, under 
the feveral articles of which it confitts ; 


but asthe Turks aré now become ob- 
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eats of public attention in confequence 


of the war carried on. againft them by 
Ruflia, and as ic is not very improbable 
at prefent, that this war will terminate 
in the total fubve:fion of their emp're, 
we have abridged this author's account 
of it’s origin. . 

The name. Turk, fignifies wanderer, 
and a number of Tartars or Scythians 
und-r . that. .denomination, gradually 
extended their conquefts during feveral 
centuries, from the banks of the Caipi- 
an fea to the ftraits.of the Dardanelles : 
they were long refiden’, as a body guard 
about the courts cf the Saracens, .and 
thus at length became profelytes to the 
religion of Mahomet: for a long time 
alfo they a&ted as. mercenaries to con- 
tending Princes. Their chief refidence 
as a clan or clafs, was. about, Mount 
Caucafus, feom whence they removed 
to the greater Armenia, .Buing em- 

loyed as mercenaries by the Sultans of 

erfia, they feized. the kingdom, and 
ravaged the neighbouring countries. 
Upon the declenfion of the Saracen 
empire under the. Caliphs, the. Turks 
made themfelves maifters of Paleftine, 
which they once. loft to the Chriftians 


_in their crufade;under Godfrey of Bow- 


illon. About the year » 347, they were 
commanded by a Prince called Othman, 
or Ottoman ; undcr this general they ex- 
tended their coanquelts on every fide, and 
pol fed themfelves of fome of the fin- 
eft provinces of Afia; they .taok alfo 
Nice, and Prufa in Bithynia, which 
Ottoman made his capital, and. firit em- 
bodied the Turks or wanderers into a 
nation.. They now confidered, their 
original name as a reproach, and took 
the name of Ottomans. from their Jeader. 
About the year: 1357. they.paffed the 
Helefpont, and eftablifhing themf{t] ves.in 
Europe, their, Emperor Amurath fixed 
the feat of his enspire at Adyianople. 
Under Bijazet the sft they defeated Si- 
gifmund the Greek Emperor, and, be- 
fieged Conttantinop'e; but juft at that 
time Zimurbec, or Tamerlane returned 
from his conque%s in the Eaft, and 
having been provoked by the infolerce 
of Bajazet, he fell upon him, cur his ar- 
my to pieces, and took him prifoner. 
The fucceffors of Tamerlane quarelling 
with each other, and deftcoying their 
people by. wars among themfelves, the 
Turks or Ottomans recovered their 
power by degrees, and though they 
were fomctimes checked by the Veneti- 
ans and Hungarians, they gradually re- 
duced the Greek empire, and Mahomet 

the 
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the fecond, after along fiege, took Con- 
ftantinople in 14.50. 

The taking of Conftantinople was 
fo'lowed by the conqueft of all Greece. 
That city became the capital of the 
Turkifh Emperors, and from that time 
he was confidered as an European power. 

To this work there are added many 
ufeful tables, particularly one of all the 
real dnd nomial money in the world; 
the moft extenfive and accorate perhaps 
of any extant. ‘It is_alfo ‘illuftrated 
with’maps, and upon the whole feems 
to be a uleful epitome of geographical 
and hiftorical knowledge, and well cal- 
culated to anfwer its purpofe xX. 


29: The Age of Lewis the XVth, be- 
ing: the féquel of the age of Lewis the 
XIVth, tranflated from the French of 
Voltaire. 

This work, befides a rapid account 
of the publick-events, generally known, 
which thave'taken place fince the acceffi- 
on of Lewis XV, contains a great va- 
riety of curious pertictlars with which 
the world in general has hitherto been 
unacquainted. Somé of thefe we fhall 
feleéi for the entertainment of our read- 
ers;iand'as.'afpecimen of the work. The 
fort and foible of oti author as an hif- 
torian, are fufficiently known; it is 
therefore unneceffaty to bring any in- 
ftancesfrom this’ work to fliew that tho’ 
he always pleafes, he is not’ always to 
be. believed, 

When Philip the Vth of Spain firft 
conceived an intention.of refigning his 
crown: to Don Lewis his eldett fon, he 
acquainted His confeffor Atibanton the 
J fuitiwith the feeret. But though de- 
votion and low fpivits had difpofed Phi- 
Jip to part with bis crown, the Jefuit 
wae by no means'willing to part with his 
power 5-he trembled at the thought of 
loing & mafter who was his penitent, 
and almoft dittraéted with the appre- 
henfion : ‘he revealed the confeffion of 
Philip to the Duke of Orleans, then 
Regent of France, not doubting but 
that he would exert himfelf to the ut- 
moft to prevent the abdication > But the 
Regent had different views: Don Lew- 
is hal married his daughter, Mademoi- 
felle de Montpenfier, and he was well 
faisfied to fee his fon-in-law-a Kinz, 
and to get rid of a Jelnit who had often 
controuled his inclinations ;’ he there- 
fore fent back Aubanton’s letter to the 
King of Spain. The King coolly pie- 
{inted it to bis confeflor, who immedi- 
ate v fainted; and died.in a fhort time 
afterwaids. This faé&, fays Voltaire, is

attefted in the civil hiftory. of Spain, 
written by Bellande, and printed by the 
exprefs permiffion of the Spanifh Court. 

Philip put bis defign in execution af- 
terwards, artd abdicated the crown, 1724. 

The following account of the Queen 
of Hungary's throwing herfelf on the 
protection of her hereditary fubjeéts is 
too ftriking to be omitted. At a time 
when fhe was preffed by France and 
Bavaria, and when thofe who were beft 
acquainted with Germany and the pub- 
lic tranfalions, looked upon Vienna as 
already taken: the Queen called an af- 
fembly of the four orders of the ftate, 
before whom fhe appeared. with her el- 
deft fon in her arms, then: an infant; 
and addreffing them in Latin, in which 
language fhe expreffed herfelf very well, 
fhe fpoke to the following purpofe: 
‘* abandoned by my friends, perfecuted 
‘© by my enemies, attacked by my near- 
* eft relations, I have no refource but 
*€ in your fidelity, in your courage and 
‘© my perfeverance ; I‘ deliver into your 
** hands the daughter and fon of your 
** King, whofe fafety depends upon 
*€ your conduét.”” The Hungarians 
were fo affc&ted with this addre(s, that 
they drew their fabres, and cried out with 
one voice, Moriamur pro noftro Rege 
Maria Therefa, we will] die for ovr 
King Maria Therefa. They always 
call their Sovereign King, though a 
woman, 

While they were protefting their rea- 
dinefs to lay down their lives in her de- 
fence, the was the only perfon that re- 
frained from tears; but after fhe had 
retired with her maids of honour, fhe 
gave them vent. She was then pregnant, 
and had not long before written to her 
mother-in-law, the Duchefs of Lorrain, 
*¢ that fhe did not know whether her 
enemies would leave her afingle town 
in which fhe might be brought to bed.” 

After a very circumftantial account 
of the battle of Dettingen, in which but 
for a miftake of the Duke de Gram- 
mont, a nephew of Marthal Noaiiles, 
who commanded under him, the Eng- 
lifh would probably have been all cut 
to pieces and the King taken prifoner, 
We find the following paragraph, 

The King of England dined on the 
field of battle, and immediately after- 
wards retreated without allowing time 
to take care of thé wounded, fix hun- 
dred of whom were left behind, and re- 
commended by Lord Stair to the gene- 
rofity of Marfhal Noailles; they were 
treated by the French as their country- 


“men; both ‘nations behaving to each 
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greatnefs of mind confined to the earl 
of Stair and the Duke de Noailes,, the 
Duke of Cumberland gave an inftance 
of equal generofity, which ought to be 
tranimitted to pofterity. It happened 
that a French mufquetteer whofe name 
was Girardau, being dangeroufly wound - 
ed, was brought near the Duke’s tent, 
moft of the Surgeons being bufy elfe- 
where: thofe who were at hand were 
preparing to drefs the Duke, who was 
wounded by a balf in the ca'f of his 
leg.—Drefs the French Officér’s wound 
firft, faid the Prince, be is more burt 
than I am: he may ndt perbaps be able 
to pester other affiftance, I foalt have 
help enough. 

When Voltaire afterwards faw Lord 
Stair at the Hague, he took the liberty 
to afk him his opinion of the battle, 
and his anfwer was very remarkable. 
I think, fays be, that the French were 
guilty of one great fault, and we of 
two; theirs.was in not waiting for us, 
and ours in firft running ourfelves into 
imminent danger of deftrudion, and then 
not taking the proper advantage of our 
widtory. 

The author abfolutely denies two af- 
fertions in a hiftory of this war publith- 
ed at London in four volumes ; ane, that 
the French took no care of their prifon- 
ers, and the othé¢r that the Duke of Cum- 
berland fent_to the King of France a 
cheft full of chewed bullets, and bits of 
glafs, which were found in the wounds 
of the Englith. 

Of all the bloody engagements which 
diftinguifhed this war none was more to 
be deplored than the attack which was 
made by Marfhal Belleifle upon one 
and tweaty battalions of Piedmontefe, 
who were waiting for him behind a 
fence of pallifadoes, towards the neck of 
the Affetto on the road to Exiles; thro’ 
this body it was. neceflary to force his 
way into Italy for the relief of Genoa. 
Voltaire obferves, that it is more fatal to 
attack pallifadoes which muft be pluck- 
ed up by the hand, under a defcending 
continual fire, than to climb up and 
fight upon rocks: this action lafted two 
hours, that is to fay, the Sardinians kill- 
ed all the French they thought proper 
in that fpace of time: when a great 
number of. Officers were killed, and the. 
ground was ftrewed with private men, 
Belleifle in defpair tore up the pallifa- 
does,-and being wounded in both his 
hands, lie ftill tugged at the ftakes with 


his teeth till he received a mortal blow. ° 
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ether with much refpeét. Nor was this’ 


This particular we have felected as well 
for the account of fo remarkable a 
death of fo. great a man, as for the vir- 


tue, equally heroic but more humane, of 


the Lady of Monfieur d’Andrifet, the 
French Lieut. Governor of Briangon. 
To this town the, wounded were con- 
veyed from the field of battle, or rather 
of flaughter, Andifret fold his filver- 
plate to relieve the fick, and his wife 
though ready to lie in, undertook the 
care of the hofpicals, dreffed the wound- 
ed with her own hands, and died in the 
difcharge of this pious office. A. me- 
lancholy, but noble example, fays Vol- 
taire, worthy to to be confecrated in hif- 
tory. For further particulars equaily 
curious, we muft refer our readers to the 
work, eer x. 
30. A defence of the Duke of Cum- 
berland, by a Member of Parhament. 
This author complains, and not with- 
out fome reafon, that the Duke of Cum- 
beriand is purfued with perfonal miaiice, 
rather than zeal for virtue ; and thathe 
is inceffantly reviled for a paffion which 
is excufed in others, though indulged 
with the fame irregularity. This ‘apo- 
logy however, in genéral, is.rather for 
vice than for the Duke; for he infiau- 
ates, that the ftrength of: a paffion isa 
kind of licence to indulge it. ‘* Thofe, 
** fays he, who. are carried away by 
“ fierce paffion, launch necefarily be- 
“ yond the line of morality, within 
«« which others, through the weaknefs 
*¢ of their defires, are forced to remain.”° 
It would furely be a.wafte of time to 
give any farther account of the literary 
performance of a man who talks of #e- 
cefary immorality, and virtue. that is 
the effet of force. It is however im- 
pofible but that contempt fhould be 
mingled with indignation when we find 
fuch a writer recommending private 
vice as public -benefits, and infinuat- 
ing that none are virtuous but thofe 
whoare poor; we cannot, fays he, ratio- 
nally reproach a woman for levity, fince 
it is ordered by nature, and forbicden 
only by opinion ; it would perhaps be too 
fevere a punifhment even to this author, 
to have a wife and;daughter that fhou!d 
aét upon thefe principles. ie?

General Count Romansoruss letter'Yo the 
Emprefs of Rufia, a the defeat of

N the purfuit of the enemy, after the 
baftfe at the river Latea, 1 Was ap- 
prized that they had ‘been joined by another 
very nymerous body, commanded, by the 
Grand Vizir in perfon, who had pafied the 
Dapy-e, About eight o clock ip,the even- 
ing ‘they ‘ehcamped ac a atife’s diffatce from 
ut. At firft all the Tartafs poftéd them- 
felves over againft our left wing, but foon 
after extended themfelves to our rear. Tho" 
I had but juft before detached a confiderable 
hody of our troops to efcort aconvoy of pro- 
vitions, and who were then engaged wit! the 
enemy, who had fa len upon the rear of the 
convoy, I nevertheléfs: dete: mined to pre- 
vent their defign, by attacking their camp, 
confidering mture the valour of your Majefty’s 
troops, than the inequatity of numbers. At 
five the next morning I was aftonithed to find 
that'they had fortified their camp during the 
night with no.lefs than three intrenchments, 
ftronger than thofe from whence the Chan 
had been forced out. Never have your Ma- 
jefty’s troops fought a bactle which was more 
obftinatel ¥ difpuzed thanthis. "They forced 
their way to the camp: through a numerous 
body of the enemy, among whom were the 
bravett of the Janiffaries, who recéived and 
farrounded us at abodt 4 Quarter of a mile 
from their intrénchments. . The -fire from 
their batteries‘and fmall arms continued five 
hours ‘without intermiffion; however, at 
nine, by the help of our artillery, but more 
efpeciatly by the tnired forcé of ut bayo- 
nets, we broke through the firft intrenchment, 
1 did not perceive that the enemy thewed 
any went of bravery in their defence, till 
they’ faw their infamry britkty repulfed by

patched with the news of this i important vic- 
tory, in my fight, at the héad of his regiment 
of grenadiers, repulfed ‘the Iaft and moft 
furious effort of the Janiffaries, and purfued

thought myfelf bound by duty and juftice a 
prefer him to the honour of waiting upon 
your Majefty with the earlieft intelligence.” 
Other letters add, that there already is 
upwards of 11,000 Turks made prifoners, 
and that'7ooo were left dead upon the field. 
The Ruffians feem to have been no lefs 
fuccefsful at fea than by land, Prince Gallit- 
zen, the Ruffian Ambaffador at the Hague, 
has received the following account of 
the afiion between the Roffian and Turkih 
fquadrons, dated Matta, July 29. ‘* The 
Ruffian fquadron having difcovered that of 
the Turks at anchor in the road of Liberno, 
near Scio, made the following difpofitions to 
attack them:, The Ruffian fqdadron, con- 
fiftiag of nine hips of the line, two frigates, 
two packet boats, and two other veffels, was 
tanged in three lines ; the firft commanded 
by Admiral Spiritow ; the fecond, forming 
the centre," by Count Alexis Orlow ; and the 


. third by Admiral Elphinftone, which formed 


the rear, The Turksth fquadron confifted of 
30 thips, 15 firtt rates, two casavals, five 
chebecka, and eight halt galties Admirat 
Spiritow quitted : the line to attack the Turk- 
ith admiral’ thip, which mounted go brafs 
cannon, The attion was fo clofe and obfti- 
nate between thefe two fhips, that both blew 
up into the'air togethér, and no’ more than 
admiral Spisitow, his fon, count Oflow, and 
24 men were faved, After this the confu- 
fion was fo great among the- Turks, that they 
haftened disedtly for the port of Liberno. 

** The next day the Turks landed, ig- 





our brave troops in every fally. Impl rmg 
on this occafion the affifiance of the Almigh- 
tx, [ -agaia.changed with all our forces; and 
ac length made way to their laf intrench- 
ment, which they ‘were unablé to defend any 
longer. ‘The Grand Vizir then; with alt his 
trocps, among whom was the Polith rebel 
Potofxi, fled with the urmoft precipitation 
sowatds the Danube, about twenty miles 
from the field of bactle.
